When he 
learned that section of land where he

Henderson questioned the 
additional property tax on residential 
rental property and timberland, He 
was told the additional property tax 
would be 4 mills on his present 
assessment. This is based on 10 
percent of assessed value of family 
home, 20 percent on rental property, 
and the city doesn't tax farm or 
timberland, 

Smith asked about additional city 
services and noted he didn’t want 
city water if it was the same small 
line serving his two neighbors and 
for fire protection. 

Mayor English repeatedly told 
the group he didn’t anticipate adding 
sewer lines to any area that would 
require a pumping Station --- at least 
not during the present adminis- 
tration, 

English also noted that he has 
been. informed that for Elba to 
achieve the Class 6 five insurance 
rating they would have to sign an 
agreement to take only the older 
reserve fire truck outside the city 
limits. He noted that the lower 
insurance rates would more than 
offset the additional property tax on 
new citizens.

Meeting Of County Commission 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Jan. 13, at the courthouse in Elba 
and opened eight sets of bids on 
items ranging from carpet to tires. 

A total of four bids were received 
on four types of floor covering to be 
placed on the main floor of the 
Enterprise courthouse, and Enter- 
prise Wholesale was low bidder and 
received the contract. 

Only two bids were received for 
the installation of seven glass doors 
at the Enterprise courthouse, and 
low bidder was Enterprise Glass, 
who was awarded the contract. 

Chairs for the Circuit Clerk’s 
offices were also bid items, and 
Enterprise Office Supply, low bidder 
over one other competitor, was 
awarded the contract. 

The final bid involving the 
renovation of the Enterprise 
courthouse was on cabinets, and 
TAB Products of Pensacola was 
successful bidder, getting the 
contract over three other prospective 
bidders. 

The state recently allocated funds 
for the installation of elevators in 
both courthouses and, and bids were 
opened at the Monday meeting, with 
Otis Elevator getting the contract 
with a low bid of $47,000. 

Montgomery Elevator was the only 
other bidder, with a quoted price of 
$48,500. The elevators will be 
installed by September, 1986, and 
will be used to aid the handicapped 
in reaching the upstairs courtrooms. 

K & S Exxon was low bidder on a 
service contract for all county cars 
and pickup trucks, over three other 
hidders, and will get all service work 
on vehicles not usually serviced at 
the county shop.

How important it is foreach of us circumstances: first, the Lord is 
to know the way into God's good; second, -His love endures 
presence! How do we enter His forever; third, His faithfulness 
gates? How do we come into His continues through all generations. 


courts? The psalmist points out the 
way that God has ordained: we enter 
His gates with thanksgiving, His 
courts with praise. It is only as we 
come to God with thanksgiving and 
with praise that we have access into 
His presence. 

The prophet Isaiah likens the 
presence of God among His people to 
a city, concerning which he says:

Wallace Proclaims January “Buckle Up Month” 


Governor George C. Wallace has 
proclaimed January as ‘‘Buckle up 
Alabama Month,"' 

“Last year 940 Alabamians 
were killed in traffic accidents, and 
our statistics show that over 350 lives 
could have been saved, if they had 


worn their safety belts,"’ said 
Wallace. ‘'This is a needless waste 
of our state’s most precious 


resource, its citizens.’’ 

According to John Draper, Chair- 
man of the Governor's Task Force on 
Safety belts, the proclamation is the 


culmination of a giant campaign 
which has promoted the utilization of 


-safety belts and the passage of a 


mandatory safety belt law. ‘‘Senator 
Earl Goodwin and Representative 
Mike Box will introduce the safety 
belt bill in the next legislative 
session, which begins January 14,’’ 
said Draper. ‘‘The law would require 
all front seat occupants to be 
buckled up while riding in a motor 
vehicle.”’
